sees is one of these properties which is very important—the direc- 
~ of cleavage, or the direction in which the crystal can be most 
adil split. We shall find that in the various crystalline systems 
7: have to learn a different arrangement of these cleavage faces, but 
= shall see that all these are guided by the same law as that which 
regulates the symmetry of the planes of the crystal. Thus, if we 
take fluor-spar, or the diamond, both belonging to the first of our 
six systems, no matter in what shape we may find it, it will always 
cleave parallel to the planes of the octahedron; attempts to cleave 
it in any other direction would only end in failure, and destroy the 
specimen. To take another example from the cubical system, rock 
salt, which sometimes occurs crystallised in some of our Cheshire 
mines, it will cleave with the greatest facility parallel to the faces 
of the tube, presenting planes as brilliant as, or even more so than, 
the original faces of the crystal. Galena, an ore of lead, cleaves like 
rock salt, while zinc-blende cleaves with the faces of the dodecahe- 
dron. And this application of cleavage is often very important 
when in the depths of the mine, lighted only by a candle or two, it 
is necessary to distinguish between the various mineral substances 
which go to make up the vein, by means of cleavage alone it is fre- 
quently very easy so distinguish between several of them. Fluor- 
spar, for example, is sometimes blue, at other times assumes a green, 
purple, or various tint, yet, notwithstanding these differences of 
colour, it always has the same cleavage. . ; 

It may be imagined that the value attached to the diamond is 
arbitrary and imaginary, but there must be some intrinsic value or 
beauty in that particular substance to have caused it to be regarded 
by all who have studied mineralogy for ages past as by far the 
most valuable substance known ; to be, in fact, in certain conditions, 
worth thousands of times its own weight in gold. Why should this 
be? Not me.ely on account of its beauty, though undoubtedly that 
has agreat deal to account for, but with its beauty it also combines 
a number of other qualities. Take a sovereign; you know that it 
ina small space represents the power to do a great deal—to buy, 
for example, a great deal of iron, coal, or corn, or other “vulgar” 
substance. A diamond of about the same weight, if it be clear, well 
cut, and a stone of the first water, will be worth from 8000 to 10,000 
sovereigns. This fact is amazing, and it is only by a fair examina- 
tion of the subject that we can understand why this substance 
should, by the universal consent of mankind, contain in the most 
concentrated form the highest degree of value, 

Iam indebted to Prof. Tennant for the loan of this magnificent 
diamond to show you. It is, I believe, one of the finest that has 
been seen in this country for a long time; it was brought from South 
Africa, and weighs 66 carats. I have also to thank several other 
gentlemen for other fine specimens; and also Mr. Forbes for these 
splendid photographs of the diamond diggings in South Africa. 

First among the characters of the diamond is its crystalline form ; 
it is a mineral which crystallises very notably in the octahedral 
or cubic system, and the simple form of the octahedron is a frequent 
one. In many cases the ancients selected the diamonds crystallised 
in this form as of special value, and before they had learnt the art 
of cutting or sawing asunder portions of this obdurate material they 
set the entire crystal in gold; and in Europe several of these ancient 
octahedral forms are preserved in some old families, and handed 
down from generation to generation. The diamond is also found in 
the rhombic dodecahedron, and in some other forms. One curious 
fact you will readily notice on looking over the specimens in this 
Museum, or at the British Museum, and that is the tendency of the 
diamond to assume a more or less circular form; the edges are 
rounded off, and occasionally somewhat curved. In that most re- 
markable diamond found in South Africa a little while ago, and 
which I am afraid is now lost to view forever as a crystalline form, 
having passed into the hands of the cutter—of which you may see 
& model—the faces are rounded, and the whole form looks as if it 
had been compressed into this figure: it is really a distorted figure 
of 24 sides—the triakis-octahedron. Rock crystal, or quartz, has 
often been mistaken for diamond, but need not be so mistaken if 
you will only remember that while the diamond crystallises in the 
octahedral system, and usually in the forms that I have mentioned, 
quartz crystallises in an entirely distinct system, having six-sided 
figures principally, and therefore called the hexagonal. Diamonds 
are, as a general rule, found loose, or singly embedded, and, with the 
exception of one or two remarkable instances, they have been found 
only in the midst of loose materials—sands and gravels —which in 
some cases have been cemented together, zn situ, as they lay by oxide 
of iron, or other materials, brought down by the waters. Unfortu- 
nately the diamond is a brittle substance: in former days this was 
overlooked, and hardness was confounded with inability to break 
under a blow, and so we find it stated that the way to test a diamond 
was to place it on an anvil, and strike it with a blacksmith’s ham- 
mer: of course, we know what the result would be. Origen says 
of & good man the more he is beaten between hammer and anvil, 
like the diamond, the more he shines, Thediamond cleaves readily 
in planes parallel to the faces of octahedron, a fact which is taken 
advantage of in splitting off portions toremove flaws. Its hardness 
is superior to that of any other substance; in any scale of hardness 
it would have to be placed at the head. The specific gravity of the 
diamond is about three and a half times that of distilled water, which 
is sufficiently nigh to enable us to distinguish the diamond from 
most other colourless stones, but notfrom all. With regard to colour, 

ose are the most valuable which are colourless, and are ({limpid, 
they are called gems of the first water; some are slightly straw- 
coloured, others brownish, and some bluish, stones quite equal in 

‘auty, in my idea, to these colourless ones, but according to fashion 
set down as less valuable. Some have very distinct colours (as, for 
example, the blue diamond of Mr. Hope), and those of remarkable 
colours are valued at extraordinary prices; some, again, are quite 
black. The lustre and brilliancy of the diamond isa subject of great 
interest. We may say there are two qualities for which the diamond 
18 especially valued, and deserves to be valued—its great hardness, 
the great refractive power which gives it the peculiar sort of bril- 
liancy. It is well known that light passing out of air into water 
and other substances, or vice versa, is bent outside of the straight 
Course, but always accords to a definite law ; for each substance there 





sines of the angles of incidence and refraction, It is found that the 
diamond is about the most strongly refracting substance we know ; 
the index of refraction for quartz or rock crystal, which is extremely 
limpid, is 1°548, while for diamond it is as much as 2°470, On this 
account a large number of rays falling on the diamond are refracted, 
and then, in consequence, are reflected from the back of the crystal 
and pass out in front, giving a particular brilliancy to it, whereas 
the same rays falling similarly on glass or rock crystal would for 
the most part pass through those substances. I may incidentally 
mention that on account of this great refractive power it has been 
proposed to construct lenses of this substance, and they have actu- 
ally been constructed, but of course the expense is too great to allow 
them to become common. Newton observed this high refracting 
power of the diamond, and on that account believed it to be com- 
posed of a combustible substance; and somewhat similar in late 
years Sir David Brewster was led to ascribe a vegetable origin to 
the diamond, observing the rafraction from the surfaces of the little 
cavities he found in it. Before the end of the 17th century the 
academicians of Florence burnt a diamondin the focus of a powerful 
burning glass. Numerous experiments were made on the subject in 
Paris about 100 years ago, and Lavoisier showed that they could be 
made to disappear in a crucible at a high heat. It has also been 
shown that the main part of the diamond burns away, and forms 
carbonic acid, leaving from 1-1000th to 1-2000th part only as ash. 
It is, therefore, concluded that the diamond consists of carbon, and 
that that this carbon is the purest form of that element which we 
know. Large masses are sometimes found, to which the technical 
name of “bort” is given; these consist of irregular pieces, in some 
cases having a certain small amount of cleavage, having no regular 
structure, and these are totally incapable of being cut for orna- 
mental purposes, but have attained considerable value as being use- 
ful in certain arts 

A few words must be said about the localities where the diamond 
is found, and about the uses to which it is applied in consequence 
of its great hardness, Everyone is familiar with the term “gla- 
zier’s diamond,” by which glass is cut up ; pieces having sharp edges 
are very carefully selected for this purpose; it is also employed for 
engraving on glass. The powder of the diamond is a valuable ma- 
terial, and here also comes into play the inferior qualities I have 
mentioned—* bort,” and also the black diamond; these are used for 
grinding and polishing hard surfaces, About 1862 an ingenious 
Frenchman introduced the use of diamonds for boring holes in hard 
stones: for this purpose a number of the irregular pieces (of coarse 
aud inferior qualities) are set in two circles round the rim of an iron 
pipe, the stones in one circle being opposite the spaces of the other; 
the pipe is made to revolve some hundreds of times in a minute, 
and in the hardest granite it can cut down through several inches 
in a few minutes. The localities which in ancient times were most 
famous for the production of diamonds were in Hindostan. At one 
period, in one district alone, that of Golconda, 60,000 people were 
getting their livelihood by digging for diamonds; now there are 
only a few families there, who can but miserably support themselves, 
and our supplies come from other countries. I may mention that 
taking these Indian localities, and a great number of others which 
have since been discovered, the usual manner of the occurrence of 
the diamond is in the beds of streams. The surface is removed for 
a little distance, beds of sand and gravel are passed through, and 
then they come to thé rock containing the diamonds. It also oc- 
curs in certain parts of the United States of America, Virginia and 
California, and in Brazil, and in these districts it is likewise fonnd 
more or less under similar circumstances, requiring a good deal of 
attention and experience in those who have to dea! with the subject 
to know which are the most likely localities, and what is the nature 
of the pebbles which diamonds are most likely to accompany. In 
Brazil large areas of deposits have been discovered, but they are not 
continuous; nevertheless, large quantities of these gems are obtained 
there, and sent over to Europe and to other parts of the world. They 
have been found in the Ural mountains. Some time ago it was said 
that diamonds were found in Ireland: Irish “ diamonds” are pretty 
things, but have nothing whatever to do with the real gem. Algeria, 
many of the gold diggings of Australia, and the Indian Archipelago 
have produced some diamonds, but nothing for years past has come 
up to the extraordinary yield near the Cape of Good Hope, in South 
Africa, At this latter place the diamond fields, at first regarded as 
a hoax, have now a population of 20,000 people ; and really when we 
think of this, and of the extraordinary rapid manner in which the 
settlement sprung up, one is surprised at the general order and good 
behaviour which must prevail there, for we have never heard of any 
great disturbance amongst them. The fields are from 400 to 500 
miles from the Cape, and are in the valleys of the Orange and Vaal 
rivers. It is said, on the authority of Prof. Tennant, that the proba- 
bility is that something like 7,000,000/. worth of diamonds have been 
obtained from this locality of the South African fields, Asinother 
localities, most of the diamonds are obtained from gravels and such 
like beds, but still the question must naturally be asked—What is 
the original rock from which the diamonds have been obtained? 
Evidently they have been washed down with the gravels by the 
action of water. 

Mineralogists and chemists have to find some way in which the 
diamond could be made. Some have said it must have been melted 
by nature; if so, the question arises how it is possible that there 
should be such a substance as oxide of iron lying by it, and,not be 
reduced by the carbon when heated? So the question has wavered 
backwards and forwards: the origin apart from melting was in 
favour, and now we have been thrown entirely back again by the 
discovery in some parts of the Cape districts of diamonds in the 
matrix—a crumbling rock, which from its character there can be 
scarcely be any doubt whatever is an igneous rock, which was at 
one time in a highly heated state. The mineral chiefly composing 
this rock is a variety of bronzite, enstatite in slightly different 
varieties, consisting of a large proportion of silica and magnesia. 
This diamond-bearing rock in certain districts is found protruding 
through beds of shale, which are seen to be turned up at theiredges 
next the rock, as if the intrusion of the latter had been very forci- 
ble. In some cases the diamonds are found down as low as 180 ft.; 
the rock changes a little in hardness and colour, and in some cases 
the diamonds also change. It is also said that skilful observers 
are able to distinguish between the diamonds from different locali- 
ties. The whole subject awaits further investigation, and it is one 
of the most interesting questions which can be laid before minera- 
logists and geologists. 








MODERN Prers.—At the Society of Engineers, on Monday (the 
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tion of Modern Piers.” The author alluded to the interest of the subject to the 
engineering profession, the rapid growth of watering places, and the consequent. 
frequent erection of these structures. The subject of the paper was exemplified by 
a number of diagrams illustrative of pier work. The author first offered a few 
remarks upon the subject of timber jetties and piers, which are now rapidly fall- 
ing into disuse, mainly in consequence of the perishable nature of the material 
employed, subject as it is to the ravages of the Zeredo navalis amongst other 
enemies. The author gave a diagram of the structure of the mollusc, showing that 
the mode of boring has not been yet satisfactorily settled by modern research. No 
really satisfactory and economical plan for the preservation of timber in water 
having been yet found, the author next proceeded to notice the introduction of 
cast-iron at first, and subsequently of wrought also, in the superstructure of piers, 
showing that the modern requisite was maximum stability combined with mini- 
mum dimensions. He traced the develepment of the iron pile and column from 
the first rude form to the present improved shape exemplifying several different 
varieties, the special forms of Mr. Dixon, Mr. Dowson, Mr. Wilson, amongst others. 
Mention was also made of Mr. Brunlees’ admirable method of sinking in sand ; and 
of the wrought-ironjpier at Clevedon. The author then illustrated 12 modern piers, 
giving amongst other culars, the general dimensions and total cost per foot 
super and per foot forward of each, affording some interesting and valuable in- 
formation on the subject of comparative costs. In conclusion, he gave a descrip- 
tion of the plan adopted by Mr. Abbott, of Bideford, in erecting the pier at West 
ward Ho! ona ney and stormy shore, and, in the face of t difficulties, the 
sinking of the piles for the work especially being of a kind in which experience 
affords no guide by reference to former parallel examples. Reference was also 
made to the omen the strong bracing T-irons of the structure by the sheer 
force of the waves. The author concluded by a warm eulogy upon the contractor's 
courage and perseverance in undertaking and carrying to a successful issue a work 
to which he was unaccustomed. 











MINING IN THE PACIFIC STATES—CORNISH CAPTAINS, 
[FROM OUR AMERICAN CORRESPONDENT.) 


In the Mining Journal of Jan. 30, which has just come to hand, 
there is a communication signed “ Readers of the Mining Journal, 
which, referring to my letter of Dec. 31, says that it is— 

“Greatly ma in its effect by the very evident prejudice of the writer against 
the only class of men who have hitherto proved capable of detecting the tricks of 
the American mining sharp or expert, or whatever he chooses to call himself. The 
Cornish mine captain whom he so much maligns is a man of extended and ve' 
varied experience, who if he hails from Redruth or its neighbourhood has the ad- 
vantage before setting out of having been to some extent informed of the nefarious 
tricks sometimes practised by the tricksters in the Pacific States. His power of 
running a drift or sinking a shaft without vicarious aid will here serve him to some 
purpose in a salted mine, and enable him to protect the interests of his employers 
more effectively than the power of writing A.M., Ph.D. after his name.” 

It is, indeed, a matter of deep regret to me if my letter has been 
so construed by anyone as to imply a general denunciation of Cor- 
nishmen. I am fully sensible of the great contributions which Cor- 
nishmen have made to the science of mining engineering. I also 
fully appreciate the fact that some of the most prominent scientific 
and practical engineers now living are gentlemen from Cornavall. 
It would be extremely absurd to allege that because a mining engineer 
or geologist was a Cornishman, or has practised his profession in 
Cornwall, he is, therefore, confined in his knowledge of engineering 
and economic geology by the limits of his Cornish experience. It 
is not, however, absurd to allege that practical experience without 
scientific education, and acquired solely as a mining labourer in a 
Cornish mine, does not make a man competent to report upon the 
value of any mineral property. I cordially agree with the idea ex- 
pressed in ‘‘ Readers” concluding sentence. Theoretical knowledge 
is almost useless without practical experience. The man whose 
knowledge is derived entirely from practise is incapable of gene- 
ralising unless he also possesses the knowledge of the theory. How 
& man has gained his theoretical knowledge, by his own unassisted 
reading or by study properly directed in schools of science, is im- 
material. The possession of “ A. M., Ph.D.,” or any other title, which 
apparently is so exasperating to the “ Readers of the Mining Journal,” 
is merely an announcement of the fact that the possessor is numbered 
among the latter class. 

When I referred to Cornish mine captains, I intended my remarks 

to apply to a class who have assumed the title in the United States, 
and who would never have attained that distinction in their own 
country. In one particular case I took the trouble to hunt up the 
antecedents of one of these gentlemen upon whose report a large 
sum of money had changed hands, and, as the sequel showed, in a 
most disastrous manner to the purchaser. This gentleman was ex- 
ceedingly jealous of his title of “ captain,” and was regarded by many 
people here as a man of great experience, and thoroughly competent 
to determine the value of the property in question. Whether his re- 
port was honestly made or not is a question. Any geologistof ave- 
rage knowledge would have condemned the property at sight. After 
the property had been thoroughly proved to be an egregious swindle, 
enquiry developed the fact that the “captain” had been simply a 
labourer in one of the Cornish mines where he had passed his earlier 
years, had been discharged, and had found his way to one of the 
South American Republics, where he had never occupied any higher 
position than he hadat home. Next he turns up in the United States 
as a “Cornish mining captain.” 
The mere fact of such people assuming the title is a compliment 
to Cornishmen, for were it not for Cornwall’s world-wide reputation 
the title would do them no service. Nothing was further from my 
thoughts than to attempt to cast a sluron the Cornish mine captain, 
In my letter I always used the term with quotation marks, thereby 
showing that it was borrowed and wrongfully assumed by those who 
had no right to it. 

One word more, and I shall have finished. Will the writer of 
“ Readers ” communication kindly explain why the Cornish mine 
captain, “if he hailsfrom Redruth or its neighbourhood, has the ad- 
vantage before setting out of having been to some extent informed 
of the nefarious tricks sometimes practised by the tricksters in the 
Pacific States?” This is,as an American idiom has it, “rather 
rough” on Redruth. 

Since my last letter there has been great excitement on the San 
Francisco Stock Exchange, the cause this time being a fall in prices. 
Virginia Consolidated, which sold as high as $700 per share, is now 
selling at $455, and has been down to $300. A dividend of $6 per 
share has been declared for January, equal to $648,000. California 
has had its stock “watered” five for one, and is now selling at $54 

er share, equal to $270 before the capital was increased. Crown 
Point has declared $2 per share, equal to $200,000. Gould and Curry 
has increased its capital to 96,000 shares, which are selling at $23 per 
share, The thirteen leading mines are selling to-day at $104,030,800, 
against $166,263,600 on Dec. 31, being a falling off in market valua- 
tion of $62,232,800. The accounts we receive from the “ bonanza” 
state that its value is shown to be still greater than at first reported. 
Confidence in the value of the mines does not seem to be impaired, 
and the chief cause of the immense depreciation in the prices of the 
shares is to be ascribed to the scarcity of money in San Francisco to 
carry them. Money has commanded as much as 2 per cent. per day. 

From Colorado we have most encouraging advices regarding the 
silver mines, During the past month ore has been accumulating at 
the mines in the neighbourhood of Georgetown, owing to the ex- 
tremely severe weather, which has made the roads almost impassable, 
The reduction works in Georgetown have, consequently, been obliged 
to pay unusually high prices for silver-lead ore ; two of the works 
were obliged to suspend operations for want of ore. Georgetown 
letters state that this is the most severe season which has been ex- 
perienced for six years, 

The Swansea Smelting-Works, at Denver, which have been idle for 
some time past, have been purchased by Mr. William Lawson, of 
England, who, it is said, has ample capital, and intends bringing out 
experienced smelters from Wales, With capital and skill there is no 
reason why he should not have made a very profitable investment. 

The market for copper in New York is at present exceptionally 
dull, in part owing to the fact that the harbours of Connecticut and 
Massachussetts have been closed by ice for the past ten days; con- 
sequently, what little copper finds its way to those parts does so by 
rail; this is, of course, only temporary. Early in January a firm in 
Waterbury, Connecticut, which 1s manufacturing percussion caps or 
cartridge shells for the Turkish Government, having been disap- 
pointed in receiving remittances from Constantinople, threw about 
500,000 lbs. on the market, which had the effect of knocking the 
price down from 23, to 2l}¢. It is understood that, new contracts 
having been entered into, this firm will shortly be compelled to 
purchase again. It is expected that navigation will open at Lake 
Superior much later than usual this year, probably end of May or 
beginning of June, owing to the unusually severe weather which

Meetings of Lublic Companies. 
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LLAY HALL COAL, IRON, AND FIRE-BRICK COMPANY. 


The second ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held on 

Wednesday, at the offices, 8, Queen Victoria-street, E.C., 
Mr. FRANCIS BENNOCH in the chair. 

Mr. Hersert R. DvkE (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. The directors’ report was taken as read. 

The CHa1rMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance- 
sheet, said it was his privilege and pleasure to make some remarks 
in regatd to the general working of their concern, but inasmuch as 
Jast year he had gone so very fully into the entire question, deve- 
loping as far as possible, and describing as far as necessary, all the 
particulars connected with the property in which they were now 
engaged, his observations on the present occasion would be some- 
what brief. Nevertheless, he proposed continuing the story commenced at the last 
meeting, so that all interested in the company, both present and absent, might 
have an bea sear of learning and understanding distinctly the exact position 
of their affairs that day. His first duty would be to refer to the balance-sheet, and 
the shareholders would observe in the first place that this was a balance-sheet not 
merely for the year just closed, but was an accumulative balance-sheet made up 
from the time of their commencing working, nearly two years ago, to the present 
time. This explanation would account for the largeness of some of the amounts 
attached to the balance-sheet, which represented two instead of one year’s working. 
It would be seen that their capital absolutely paid up amounted to 43,950/., less 
calls unpaid—1765/. Those were calls upon shares taken up by gentlemen already 
proprietors of the company, on the condition that they should not be pressed for 
payment of their calls, but should be allowed to consult their own convenience in 
doing so. There was one important point in regard to this subject, which, though 
mentioned last year, was, he thought, quite worthy of repetition that day—that 
the whole of this considerable capital had been raised privately by the influence of 
the directors and their friends; they had applied to neither advertising nor financial 
agents for assistance in raising the capital, and they hoped when at the close of the 
meeting the directors made a proposal to issue further shares of their original capital 
the same principle might hold good, and that it might be still unnecessary to apply to 
any resources beyond those of their own proprietors. At the same time heudmitted 
there was a point beyond which it was not convenient for shareholders to interest 
themselves in a concern, and hence it might be that the company would have to 
make some other arrangement for raising the money required. On the other side 
of the account all the various items were specifically stated with the fullest possible 
detail, which the board thought they required, as some of them seemed to be 
rather larger than had been anticipated. he first important item on this side was 
that referring to the tubbing of their pits. Water coming into the pits pretty 
freely, their engineer had advised the directors that the best plan was to tub the 
inside of the pits by plates of iron braced together so as to form a complete lining 
or tubbing of the pits, which would effectuaily prevent the water gettingin. Sub- 
sequently, however, the water had found its way into the workings at a point con- 
siderably lower than the supposed depth of the watersupply. It then consequently 
became necessary to continue the tubbing down to a still greater extent. This cir- 
cunstance had had the effect of delaying the operation of sinking their pits for 
two or three months, but he was happy to inform the shareholders that the whole 
of that difficulty had been overcome, and they were now comparatively working in 
the dry. This delay and further tubbing had naturally involved considerable ex 
pense. But the best proof of the efficiency of the plans adopted was that wherever 
the wells in the neighbourhood previous to the tubbing had become exhausted by 
continuous pumping, the whole of the surrounding wells were again filled to over- 
flowing, without a drop entering their pits from the upper strata. It was very 

tifying to him to be able to state with regard to the railway that the whole of 

he works had been completed inthe most satisfactory manner by the very distin 
tished contractors Messrs, Scott and Edwards, who had expressed their thorough 
lief in the future prosperity of the company by becoming shareholders in it. 
(Hear, hear.) One question had been asked the directors—What was meant by an 
average rental of the ironworks? The meeting would learn presently that they 
had let their ironworks at an average rental of 500/, a-year. The reply to the ques- 
tion put by an hon. proprietor was this—For two years the company had let the 
works for 400/., for a further two years for 500/., and then for three years for 600/. 
a-year, giving an absolute income of 514/, per annum on the average of the seven 
years. That arrangement was so far fortunate because it proved two things—first, 
that the valuation of their property in the first instance had been carefully and 
properly made. They had paid only 17,5001. for the entire property, whereas the 
machinery attached to the property, independent of the great value of the minerals, 
they had reason to believe had originally cost from 25,0001. to 30,000/., and the iron- 
works had been valued at the time the company purchased at between 9000/. and 
10,000/. That value had subsequently been confirmed by the fact that they had let 
the machinery connected with the ironworks for 500/. a-year, being equal toa return 
of 5 per cent. on the outlay. Again, this was a valuable arrangement, because it 
enabled them to pay the whole of their dead rents out of income instead of capital. 
Those dead rents were 80 much per annum to be paid tothe party from whom they 
had taken the minerals, and then afterwards that money would be deducted from 
the royalties, until the whole of such money paid in dead rents was exhausted. 
There was one other item he desired to refer to—wages, salaries, directors’ remune- 
ration, and auditor, amounting to 6133/. for the entire period. Now, last year the 
directors had declared that it was their duty and pleasure to work the company 
with the greatest possible economy, and they had given their assurance that no 
money should be expended unless it were claslahaay necessary. In connection with 
that assurance, he wished to remark that. the directors had arrived at a resolution 
at the last meeting that no further fees should be received by them until they were 
able to declare a dividend, (Hear, hear.) This was not, perhaps, a usual course 
to adopt, but the directors deemed it desirable, and in the interests of the share- 
holders, to do so. (Hear, hear.) Now, with regard to the development of their 
a during the past year. When their balance-sheet bad been made up they 
iad sunk the two pits to the depth of 93 yards ; they had passed through four seams 
of coal of 6 in., 18 in., 614 ft., and 6 ft. respectively. “It had been proposed that when 
— reached this seam—the 6 ft. 6 in. seam—they should begin at once to win 
ooal, but the influx of water within a certain distance of this point had been such 
as to lead their engineer—in whom they had unbounded faith—to advise them that 
though it might be safe, yet it was running a certain risk to begin to raise coal, 
because in so doing they might tap the water, and so render their expensive tub- 
bing comparatively useless. In view of those contingencies the engineer had 
advised them not to work the coal until they had reached the “Two Yard” 
seam, which a expected to do about June next, thereforethey ought some time 
between now and July to be turning out coal for sale from that particular seam. 
(Hear, hear.) When that desirable object was accomplished they would be in a 
better position than at present to form an opinion about the other works of the 
company. The delay that had been caused in the raising of coal had been, he need 
hardly say, a matter of anxiety to the directors, while, doubtless, it would bea 
little disappointing to the shareholders, because they had fully expected by this 
time to be winning the coal from one or other of the seams, but as he had ex- 
plained, the influx of water and other circumstances had come in the way. He 
could only hope that the shareholders would consider that the directors had acted 
wisely in endeavouring to secure as far as possible the unmistakeable safety of their 
property. (Hear, hear.) Since the last meeting a pair of new engines had been 
erected over one of their pits, so as to enable the company to sink the two pits 
simultaneously. But those engines would not be there permanently, as by-and- 
bye they would require much more powerful ones. When those engines had served 
their purpose in their present position they would be placed atjthe bottom of the 
= for the purposes of hauling, thus saving the large expense of manual labour. 
t would be remembered that one of the large pits had been commenced at a dia- 
meter of 9 feet; that had been subsequently increased to 13 feet, and had been 
sunk to the seams to which he had just referred. When these two pits were finished 
and ready for working they would be, he believed, the finest pits in that part 
of the country, and able to lift up from 500 to 600 tons daily for the next 50 years, 
owing to the fact that the acreage of the company had been recently considerably 
increased. From two maps which the board had had prepared it would be seen 
that the company’s property was completely hedged in by coal-bearing ground, 
where works were in full operation. The advantage of this was obvious, it would 
save them the trouble hereafter of sinking trials, because they reasonably infer 
that if coal existed all round them it was also situated in their property. Last year 
the directors had drawn attention to the fact that several arrangements had been 
made for getting some coal out of the outcrop for the purposes of their engines 
and for use in the ironworks, for to purchase coal in the neighbourhood was, of 
course, very expensive. Accordingly borings had been made, and they had suc- 
ceeded in getting into two or three beds of coal; but although they had gota cer- 
tain amount of coal, they found they were in some old workings, which it would 
not prove remunerative to work further. But in laying the foundation stone of 
one of the bridges they had come upon a seam 3 ft. thick, on which they had 
subsequently sunk asmall pit. It was coal of excellent quality, and well adapted 
for the purposes of the works, Having now got to the coal they had arranged to 
purchase a small portable engine to pump the water out, and when that was 
done they would contract for the coal being raised, and so supply the whole of 
their brickworks, engines, and likewise the gentlemen who had taken the iron- 
works. This was, in short, a most fortunate circumstance, seeing that it would 
save the company in the next — probably 1000/. (Hear, hear.) In regard to 
winning their coal, they were fortunately circumstanced with respect to the lie of 
the seams. The gradient was only 1 in 7, whereas in many pits not far from Llay 
Hall the gradient was lin 2 or 3, This fact gave them the opportunity of apply- 
ing the best possible scientific means to the working of the coal, and it was the 
intention of the directors to develope those works in such a manner as to be able 
to apply the coal-cutting machine in winning their coal. (Hear, hear.) By so 
doing they would save a large amount of expense, and becone comparatively in- 
dependent of a certain class of workmen, who were, particularly at the present 
time, very difficult to deal with. Moreover, the coal so raised was of greater value 
than that won in the ordinary way by reason of the smaller percentage of small 
coal. The saving or gain caused by this difference would be sufficient in a few 
years to pay for the machinery, an‘ perhaps cover all other expenses of winning. 
As he had said, the railway was now completed. Messrs. Gott and Edwards had 
finished their work a month within the specified time. The line had been con- 
structed to their entire satisfaction, and already its great utility and importance 
had been felt and appreciated. Luckily there was situated on the line the Hope 
paper mill, the whole of whose material in and produce out went over the com- 
pany’s railway. The profit arising from the traffic upon the line would amount 
to a sum of from 500/, to 600/. a year, which of itself would pay upon the cost of 
construction something like 7% per cent., the entire cost having been only a little 
over 7000/., instead of 10,0007. as first estimated. Now, not only was the line of 
great convenience as a means of transport for goods to and from their property, 
but by placing them in direct communication with the River Dee at Connah's 
Quay, Birkenhead, Chester, and other ports, it formed one of the most im- 
= links they had in the chain of their successful working. (Hear, hear.) 
heir ironworks had been let to a well-known and highly respected firm of iron- 
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workers —Messrs, Bridge and Macdonald—who had shown their’desire to carry on 
the works well and euvergetically by already spending 400/. to 500/.; while they 
had in contemplation the expenditure of about 1500/. more, for the purpose of 
laying down other machinery to produce bar-iron, &c. The company’s brick- 
works were also now completed, and they promised te be as fine as any in the 
kingdom. They had trebled the size of their brick-shed—it was now 190 ft. long 
by 45 feet wide—so as to enable them to enter into further operations. Their clay 
was proved to be of the very highest possible oy. There was nothing superior 
to it. Not only was it eminently suitable for tiles for floors, &c., but what was of 
even greater importance, the company would be able to come into competition with 
Stourbridge and Newcastle for the production of first-class fire-bricks, such as were 
used by gas companies. The directors had the opportunity of knowing what was 
required by such companies, and there was one that consumed millions per annum. 
The great advantage they possessei over other fire-brick works was that they could 
produce them cheaper then any other; for this reason their clay was at the sur- 
face, and instead of being obliged to pump to keep it dry, the fact of it lying on 
the side of a hill did away with that necessity. In connection with this matter a 
principle of economy had been discovered of great importance to the compeny. 
They had found the chimney attached to their brick-sheds and kilns insufficient in 
height to give the necessary draught, so they had constructed a newone 100 ft. high. 
Now, by certain arrangements the whole of the superfluity of heat not required 
for the bricks was drawn from the kilns by the draught into the flues under the 
brick-shed, and there employed in the drying of the bricks before going into the 
kilns. By this means a considerable saving was effected. Next, with regard to 
the question of cottages. The company possessed a freehold property sufficient to 
accommodate from 80 to 100 cottages. These would cost from 90/. to 100/. each, 
and on their completion would command a rent equal to a return of 12% per cent. 
upon the outlay. The erection of these cottages would not only accommodate 
their men in a proper manner, but it secured to the company good and valuable 
men, who wished to work constantly, and to be near the scene of their labours. 
At present they lodged a long way off, which obviously entailed a loss upon the 
company, for naturally men who had walked some three or four miles to their 
work did not do so much us if their abodes were close to the property. Now, na- 
turally, the question in the minds of many shareholders must be—‘‘ What pro- 
bability is there of our having a dividend,‘and when?” Well, it would, of course, 
be unwise of the directors to make any specific promise in a matter of this kind, 
because they felt persuaded that they had let the ironworks at a price that would 
pay the whole of their dead rent, and seeing that they would be in a position to 
win coal before the end of the year, that a profit of 2000/. might be obtained before 
the close of 1875. That profit would possibly be the result of the last six months 
working. Such was their estimate, and he had no doubt it would be accomplished. 
It would have been seen from the report that the directors required more capital. 
They proposed to issue 1105 shares pro rata, and they hoped that a large number 
of their proprietors would take up their proportion. If ay gentleman wanted 
more than the number to which he was fairly entitled the board would have no 
objection to receiving his apptication, and would endeavour to allot him as many as 
circumstances would permit. This new capital would bring np their entire paid- 
up capital to 550007. At the last meeting he had expressed the opinion that it 
would require the 75,000/, to develope the whole of the property and put the com- 
pany in a position to win coal advantageously. The possession of that capital 
would put the company in a position to work with the greatest possible economy ; 
but it did not touch the sinking of the new pits, which they hoped to be able to 
do at no very distant period. It was not, however, the intention of the directors 
to touch the new pits until they had thoroughly developed those they were now on, 
He might assure the proprietors there was not the smallest difficulty in obtain- 
ing a market for their coal—the requirements had scarcely any limit. Capital 
would be wanted by degrees, and would not fall upon the shareholders at any one 
time particularly. He might just mention that the directors had originally been 
somewhat alarmed by the probability of a large fault. It was the intention of their 
engineer, as soon as he had reached the Two-yard seam, to drive straight to the 
point where the fault was alleged to exist, and so prove whether it was there or 
no. But, whether it was there or not, it would not diminish the value of the 
whole of the company’s property. The more he saw of the property the more he 
liked it, and everyone who visited it concurred in placing a very high value upon 
it. Theirs was one of the finest properties in the North of Wales, consisting, 
as it did, of nearly 700 acres of virgin coal. (Hear, hear.) He (the Chairman) 
then concluded by moving the adoption of the report and accounts. — 

The Right Hon. the Earl of ArrLIE, K.T., in seconding the resolution, said that 
prior to his election to a seat at the board he, having made very many enquiries con- 
cerning the property, had been induced to take a very substantial stake in the con- 
cern—500 (10/.)shares. Also before joining the board he had visited the company’s 
property, and had gone over the works, examined the clay, and being satisfied 
with all that he had seen and heard, he had, when two of the directors retired, 
joined the direction at the request of the Chairman. Without wearying the meet- 
ing with any repetition of the Chairman’s remarks, he must say that there were 
some very satisfactory features in regard to the undertaking. There was, so far, 
a profit on the railway amounting to 600/. per annum. It was also very satis- 
factory that in laying the foundation of their bridge they should have found this 
outcrop of coal, sufficient to supply the wants of the company before they reached 
the main coal. (Hear, hear.) He was glad that the Chairman had frankly stated 
the necessity of issuing the capital of 75,000/. at no distant date, because he was 
always anxious that the shareholders should clearly understand their position. 
But even then it appeared to him that they would get a very fair return for their 
money. Taking the output at 500 tons per day for 250 days a year, the out- 
put for the 12 months would amount to 120,000 tons, and estimating that 
the company would realise a profit of 1s, 6d. per ton, which he did not think was 
excessive, a profit of 9000/. would be shown for the year, equal to 12 per cent. upon 
the capital of the company for coal operations alone, irrespective of the rent of the 
ironworks, and the profit from the clay and cottages. (Hear. hear.) He hoped 
the shareholders would assist the board in raising the requisite capital, because 
the sooner it was obtained the greater would be the gain to all concerned. (Hear.) 

Mr. BarTLert having visited the works as recently as in Janury last, was ina 
position to fully corroborate and hear out allthe remarks of the Chairman. Every- 
thing had seemed to him in first-rate condition. The estimates that had been 
made as to future profits had not been at all exaggerated. 

After a few other remarks of a congratulatory nature from Mr. REDGATE and 
others, the resolution was put and carried unanimously. 

The election of the Earl of Airlie, K.T., and Mr. J. C. Giffard to serve on the 
board having been confirmed, a resolution was passed re-electing Messrs. J. C. 
Daniel and R. Duke as directors of the company. : : 

A resolution was next passed re-appointing Mr. F. Latrielle as auditor, 

A cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors, and also to Mr, Duke 
(the secretary) and Mr. Clark (their engineer) brought the proceedings to a close. 


SPANISH HEMATITE IRON COMPANY. 


The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held in Moor- 
gate-street. yesterday. Amongst those present were—Mr. M. J.

Mr. WoopBINE CLOETE (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting, and the reports of the directors and mining officers 
were submitted. : 

The directors reported that in common with all industrial entezprise in the dis- 
trict of Northern Spain, in which the company’s properties are located, the opera- 
tions of the company have been seriously retarded, and at times during the active 
periods of the civil war have been totally suspended. The result has been not only 
to prevent remunerative work, but very largely to enhance the cost of the perma- 
nent works on which the company have been engaged. The company’s property 
has been more than once the actual field of war between the conflicting parties, and 
the managers and labourers of the company have frequently, and without warning, 
been exposed to the fire of the combatants. The prospects of the mining opera- 
tions in which the company are now engaged are of the most satisfactory character, 
and such as, were it possible to ensure a present peaceful opportunity of develop- 
ment, would be calculated to inspire great confidence in the prosperous outcome of 
the adventure. The deferred advent of peace, and the uncertainty in which the 
immediate future is enshrouded, as well as the exhaustion of the available money 
resources of the company, have occasioned the directors very deep anxiety. Sug- 
gestions have emanated from shareholders of this company, who also hold shares 
in the Bidasoa Iron Company (Limited)—a company which about a year ago com- 
menced operations in the neighbourhood of this company’s railway and property, 
and possesses several valuable mines—that many advantages would result from an 
amalgamation of the two companies, but on approaching the subject it was found 
that owing to the different constitution of the two companies an amalgamation 
could not take place, except on the basis of one company purchasing the assets of 
the other. Ascheme of purchase has since been suggested in a form which appears 
to admit of practical and legal accomplishment, and which has the merit of dis- 
posing of a dispute which has unfortunately arisen between the company and one 
of the proprietors of the Three Crowns Mine, and may be capable of being converted 
into an acceptable proposal, but the directors do not feel themselves justified in 
pursuing the matter further without previous communication with the share- 
holders. Were it not for the difficulties impeding the operations of the company 
the directors, relying upon the value of the company’s mines, would have no hesi- 
tation in recommending the proprietors to increase their holdings, in which the 
directors themselves would unanimously join, and thus furnish a sum sufficient to 
place the undertaking in a few months, should the civil war troubles subside, in a 
position of earning steady and increasing profits. 

After referring to the various points of operation, Capt. LEoNARD WRAY reports 
that they have completed the earthworks for the tramway, 3800 metres from the 
mine to the head of the incline at St. Miguel, with bridges, culverts, &c., all ready 
to lay the rails, with a few exceptions in ballasting, &c., which only require doing 
in places. The inclines are also in a very forward state, which a month or six 
weeks of uninterrupted labour with a strong force of hands would complete. They 
have about 2000tons of mineral broken at the mine, although they could have 
broken a larger quantity by keeping the men in the stopes. He considered that 
being short of hands for all points, and having no means of transport for the 
mineral, it would be more beneficial to them to develope the mine by continuing 
the drivings, &c., and leaving the stoping until the traniway was completed. 
There is now nothing except the want of labour to prevent their turning out 
100 tons of mineral per day from the ground they have already opened up, and 
as the levels advance further the quantity can be increasad. 

Mr. W. P. CuurncHwarp (the company’s engineer), referring to the tramway to 
the Three Crowns Mine, reported that, with the exception of the lower incline, the 
earthwork of the line and of the inclines is completed ; the excavation yet to be 
made will cost about 2507. The sleepers and rails are at hand, and timber for con- 
strncting the bridge over the road to connect the lower incline with the railway is 
also on the spot. The machinery, consisting of wood, drums, and break-gear for 
the inclines, is in course of construction, and the rolling stock, consisting of ten 
wagons, is already supplied.

If by any possibility an arrange 
ment could be made so that the smaller company could join the larger, it would 
be a great benefit to the former. The way to do this was not very clear at present, 
because they had no legal power to hand themselves over bodily to the other com- 
pany. He believed it could only be done by a certain winding-up, and the one 
company being taken over by the other on a bona fide offer. (Hear.) That, how- 
ever, was a point for the consideration of the suggested committee, 

After some conversation on the composition of the committee, Mr. Fawcerr 
moved, and General McLEop seconded the following resolution :—* That the fol- 
lowing gentlemen be nominated a committee to confer and advise with the board 
on the subject of the proposed sale to or fusion with the Bidasoa Iron Company 
with this company, and its property and effects, and also upon the steps that 
may be considered necessary for the future carrying on of the company in the 
event of no terms for sale or fusion being arrived at, or if such sale or fusion be 
deemed inexpedient ; any two or more to act.” 

Mr. WEBSTER said that if the shareholders would only subscribe a little more 
money—7000/. would be amply sufficient to carry them over three years—they 
wonld be able to get their mine to work independently, and there would be a cer- 
tainty that a good dividend would be realised.

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FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The Paris copper market has experienced no material revival; 
nevertheless holders of copper have shown rather more firmness. 
Chilian in bars, delivered at Havre, has made 88/.; ditto, ordinary 
descriptions, 86/. 8s,; ditto,in ingots, 92/.; English tough cake, 91/5 
and pure Corocoro minerals, 87/. per ton. Copper has been a little 
firmer at Marseilles. There has been no great amount of business 
passing in copper upon the German markets, There have been no 
variations in tin at Paris; Banca, delivered at Havre or Paris, has 
made 100/.; Straits, ditto, 95/.; and English, delivered at Havre or 
Rouen, 962. per ton. Prices of tin have been declining at Rotter- 
dam ; thus, disposeable Banca has receded from 5¢4 fis. to 53} fis., 
while 534 fis. has been paid, with delivery at the approaching March 
sale. The reduced rates current have begun, however, to attract 
purchasers, especially for Billiton, in which some rather large trans- 
actions have taken place, as well for disposeable as for delivery 
May and June. The German tin markets have been generally weak, 
French and Spanish lead has brought previous rates at Paris, while 
English has experienced a slight advance. The demand for lead has 
remained good upon the German markets. Zinc has been obtainable 
upon somewhat easier terms at Paris; thus, Silesian, delivered at 
Havre, has brought 25/. per ton. There have been no variations 10 
prices at Marseilles, The German zinc markets have ruled firm.

The underground agent reports as follows:—Engine-Shaft: We have been 
able to do but very little here during the month, the water being in most of the 
time, therefore having only sunk 1 ft. 2 in., there is no alteration to notice. Inthe 
30 fm. level west the end continues of a highly promising character, but we are 
disappointed in not having met with good mineral ere this, for the production of 
which the composition of the lode is all that could be desired, it consisting chiefly 
of a lizht-blue schist, interspersed with small veins of carbonate of lime and pyrites, 
the foot and hanging walls bearing leaders of fine prian, slightly oxidised. We 
have this month commenced a cross-cut south from this forebreast to intersect 
Walton’s lode. The 30 east still continues to look well, producing 2 to 3 tons of 
rich mineral per fathom. The stopes in back of this level, although not so rich as 
formerly, still produce mineral to value of 12 cwts. per fathom.

COLLIERY ACCIDENT FUNDS. 


On several occasions last year we called attention to the large 
balances held by various persons in different parts of the kingdom 
from funds subscribed for the relief of the sufferers by colliery ac- 
cidents where the loss of life had been unusually great, and the 
very unsatisfactory manner in which they were held. We wished 
to see the amounts in hand published periodically, and grants from 
them made from time to time for purposes such as tiie subscribers 
intended in the firstinstance. These views were endorsed by Mr. MAc- 
DONALD, M.P., who mentioned the matter in the House of Commons, 
but without any change taking place. Still the ventilating of the 
matter was not altogether in vain, for it brought to notice the fact 
that a large number of persons were in a state of destitution, and 
who were in every way entitled to participate in the fund in the 
hands of many gentlemen, whilst only a week ago it was the means 
of the trustees of the Mansion House Fund making public the sum 
of money held by them in connection with the Oaks and Talk-o’- 
th’-Hill explosions, and for the first time, we believe, during the 
last seven years. From the report read at the meeting at the Man- 
sion House on Feb, 24 it appears that the trustees have stock to 
the amount of 92477, 4s, 10d., with a balance at the bankers of 
114/, 14s, 4d. The sum of 300/. was, we are told, granted towards 
the relief of 11 widows and 19 fatherless children, sufferers by the 
explosion at the Bignall Hill Colliery—certainly a not very extra- 
vagant sum, all things considered. But we must again take excep- 
tion to what has been done, or rather left undone, by the philan- 
thropic gentlemen composing the Mansion House Committee. Last 
year we called attention to the destitute condition of 16 widows- 
7 aged people, and 60 children then, as now we believe, in a desti- 
tute state, owing to an explosion that took place in October, 1872, 
at Morley, near Leeds, and by which 34 persons were killed. After 
we had done so the secretary of the local fund, or rather the fund 
that had existed, in March last addressed a letter to Alderman Sir 
B. S. PHILLtps at the Mansion House, in which he stated that, ‘‘ As 
secretary to the Morley Fund I humbly make an appeal to you for 
help. Our fund is now finished, and we have 16 widows, 7 aged 
people, and 60 children in great distress, and hearing that you have 
to deal with a surplus of other funds I hope you will be able to 
help us.” This very humble appeal was not even acknowledged by 
the very philanthropic alderman to whom it was addressed. On 
being ourselves requested to endeavour to enlist the sympathies of 
the Mansion House Committee on behalf of the 83 destitute people 
at Morley, a letter was addressed by us to Alderman Sir THomas 
GABRIKL last autumn, and was responded to in a courteous man- 
ner. In his reply the alderman, who is one of the trustees of the 
Fund, states that “It is quite impossible that I individually can 
say what view the committee might take of the propriety of appro- 
priating part of the funds under their control for the relief of the 
sufferers by the Morley Main explosion in 1872. If there is a com- 
mittee acting with reference to this explosion you should apply to 
the secretary to forward to me a full statement as to the case,” 
This letter was forwarded to the local secretary at Morley, who

There are several other funds subscribed specially for the widows 
and children of those killed by explosions in collieries that have 
either been diverted from that purpose or lost altogether through 
the lapse of time. So far back as 1825 an explosion took place in 
the Leeds district at the Day-hole Pit, Middleton, and & considerable 
sum of money was raised in aid of the bereaved. There was & balance 
held over from the amount raised, which has not been accounted 
for up to the present time. In another instance there is a surplus 
from a fund raised is 1847, when an explosion took place at the Oaks 
Colliery. The balance in hand is between 500/. and 600/., and we 
believe is invested in railway stock, the acting trustee dividing th 
dividend or interest amongst three charitable institutions—no doubt 
& most praiseworthy way of aiding the poor, but certainly not the 
one for which the money was subscribed. 

Quite recently there was an explosion at a colliery in South York. 
shire involving a loss of some 16 or 17 lives, when an appeal had to 
be made to the public on behalf of the widows and children. Now, 
we hold that with the very large balances in hand provided purposely 
for the sufferers by colliery accidents, such appeals ought not to be 
necessary. We, therefore, protest against the balances now in the 
hands of trustees and single individuals from public subscriptions 
for a specific object being held over by them indefinitely, and we 
trust that some of those who have subscribed will take up the 
matter, which is really urgent and important—not only in the 
interest of a considerable number of widows and children who are 
at the present time steeped in misery, but for the protection of those 
benevolent persons who are always ready to aid in the good work 
of succouring the poor and helpless that may be left destitute by 
any serious calamity. 














SOUTH WALES, AND THE GREAT WESTERN RAILWAY. 


One important member of the English railway family has suffered 
rather severely from the strike and lock-out which have so sadly 
interrupted and disturbed the once comparatively peaceful course 
of South Wales industry. Thus, the revenue derived by the Great 
Western Company from the carriage of minerals in the half-year 
ending Jan. 31, 1875, amounted to only 718,697/., as compared with 
767,903. in the half-year ending Jan. 31, 1874, showing a decline 
during the past six months of no less than 49,2067. Other sources 
of South Wales traffic were also to some extent affected—and natu- 
rally affected—by South Wales labour difficulties. It is not too 
much to say that those difficulties cost the ordinary stockholders 
about 10s. per cent. upon their capital for the past half-year. They 
receive, it is true, a dividend for the last six months at the rate of 
5 per cent. per annum, but if the South Wales miners had kept 
steadily at work they would have had 6 per cent. instead of 5 per 
cent, The Great Western ordinary stockholders must manage to do 
as well as they can upon 5 per cent., and, perhaps, they might go 
further, and fare worse. At the same time, the loss of the odd 1 per 
cent. affords a proof —if, indeed, proof were necessary—of the wide- 
spread ramifications of the loss which is occasioned by the everlast- 
ing strikes and lock-outs which now, unhappily, characterise the 
industrial life of South Wales. } 

Nevertheless, in spite of, at any rate, temporary depression, the 
Great Western directors are not relaxing in their exertions to raise 
the system under their control to the highest possible standard of 
efficiency. Thus the use of steel rails in the renewal of the perma- 
nent way has been considerably extended during the past half-year. 
The directors have given attention to the opinions which were ex- 
pressed at the last half-yearly meeting to the effect that the current 
revenue ought not in fairness to be charged with the whole cost 0 
this permanent improvement, and they have determined to carry 
the difference between the cost of steel and iron rails to a separate 
account, and to charge to revenuein each year a fixed sum of 30, 
over and above the sum which would have been expended had the 
line been re-laid as hitherto with iron rails, In adopting this or 
it is proposed to extend the substitution of steel rails for iron Tals 
more rapidly than has hitherto been the practice, or than the ordinary 
necessities of eachhalf-year would require.

(CHRONOLOGY OF RECENT GEOLOGY.— At the meeting of the 
Victoria (Philosophical) Institute, on Monday (Mr. C. Brooke, F.RS, 
in the chair), a paper on the ‘‘ Chronology of Recent Geology” was 
rad by Mr. S. R. Pattison, F.G.S. The following were the propo- 
sitions maintained in the paper :—That geology furnishes no proof, 
por high probability, that the introduction of man into Europe took 
place longer ago than about 6000 or 7000 years, The facts being 
noticed first as to the gravels, and next to the caves in which the 
gtliest indications of man’s existence are found. Then the geolo- 
gical indications were shown to prove the occurrence of physical dis- 
turbance and catastrophe since the introduction of man, and after 
thisa long period of comparative repose. These geological periods 
were then synchronised—the first with paleeolithic time, the second 
with neolithic and historic. These divisions were then affirmed 
tohave a general agreement with the Scripture chronology, and not 
fo require for their occurrence any longer duration than the received 
Biblical dates. The facts adduced by those who have advocated 
yery long periods, on the ground of uniformitarianism, were shown 
tobe better interpreted by the hypothesis of the shorter one—that 
the whole human age has occurred within 4000 years of the Christian 
em, An interesting discussion ensued. 





(oAL AND IRON IN THE UNITED STATEs.-—The Cincinnatti and 
Southern Railway Company is about to let contracts for 25,000 tons 
ofiron rails and 22,000 tons of Bessemer steel rails. A reduction 
of 20 per cent. in ironworkers’ wages is talked of in the Boston 
district.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


March 4,—There has been a considerable improvement during the 
week in prices of many tin stocks, which may be taken to indicate 
the existence of a belief that a reaction in the tin standard is not 
far off. The idea is firmly entertained in quarters the opinions of 
which are entitled to respect that this reaction will be speedy, and 
that it will be great. Let us hope so, but at present it must be con- 
fessed that there are no immediate signs of so substantial a recovery. 
The liveliness of the share market is natural when we consider how 
much money has been made heretofore by plucky speculators, who 
had gone in when matters seemed about their blackes:, and we 
firmly believe that now it is only a question of time, But it must 
be borne in mind that there is no more sensitive commercial baro- 
meter than the mining share market; even a breath is quite sufficient 
to send it up or down. Let there be a wisper of an approaching 
fall in the standards, even though it can hardly be said to amount 
to rumour, and down go the shares; whilst the process once com- 
menced, it is too frequently followed up with headlong and absurd 
impetuosity. Let there be anidea that tin or copper—but especially 
the former—are taking a slight upward turn, as certainly appears 
to be the case with the tin standard at present, and upward in sym- 
pathy go the shares. It is just the same in the cases of individual 
mines. A very little indeed will suffice to make many thousands 
of pounds difference in the value of a “bal,” and, indeed, whether 
it deserves that fate or not would bring it to the verge of being 
“knacked.” 

And this naturally leads us to comment upon the decision of the 
Vice-Warden of the Stannaries on the application made by Capt. 
Abraham James to be permitted to inspect the books of Tincroft, 
in which he is a shareholder, and which was refused by Captain 
Teague, on the ground that Mr. James is a sharebroker. It was 
admitted that at the meeting the applicant would have had a right 
to see the accounts, &c.; and the Vice-Warden, in giving judgment, 
held that it would be inequitable to refuse the order :— 

«* James was an adventurer in the mine, and wanted to see the cost-book be 
cause he was not satisfied as to the correctness of the accounts, and because he con- 
sidered that the statement of accounts in the circulars he received were meagre, 
and gave but imperfect information as to the financial state of the mine. These 
were very reasonable grounds for an application to the Court to order the produc- 
tion of the books, and the Court was bound to consider them sufficient if it was 
satisfied that they were made bona file, and not put forward as a mere pretence to 
conceal some sinister or perfectly idle motive. No evidence has been offered to 
shew that Capt. James had been factious or obstructive, or in any way annoying 
to Capt. Teague, or to his co-adventurers. The one objection to him was that he 
was a small shareholder and a large mine broker. Capt. James’s interest in the 
mine was not large, if that was material, but it was respectable, and unless the 
Court was prepared to hold that an adventurer in a cost-book company laboured 
under a special disqualification because he pursued the avocation of a mining 
broker, and was simply by virtue of his calling to be denied the liberty of access to 
the books of a company, which was enjoyed by the rest of the community, the 
Vice-Warden conid not see how he could refuse this application. If mine brokers 
were objectionable members of a mining adventure there should be a special rule 
toexclude them. Once placed on the register they must be dealt with on the same 
principles as their brethren.” 

We do not see how it was possible for the Vice-Warden to avoid 
coming tosuch a decision. Nevertheless, there does appear to bea 
good deal in the position taken up by Capt. Teague that is not per- 
sonally with regard to Capt. James as concerning the general aspect 
of the question. Bona fide shareholders, whether sharebrokers or 
not, unless the latter are specially excluded, have clearly the right 
to examine the books of a cost-book mine, but there ought to be 
some means of protecting such a concern from the attacks of per- 
sons who may buy a share or two for the mere purpose of mischief, 
either to pull down shares, as there have been instances, go in for 
the bigger operation, and endeavour to get the whole mine into 
their hands. But then comes the question—How is this to bedone ? 

The Vice-Warden has given another important decision in refer- 
ence to bankers’ advances. It came before him on a claim by 
Messrs, Willyams for 512/. against Wheal Osborne. His Honour 
disallowed the claim, holding that it was clear— 

«That before the passing of the Act a meeting of a cost-book company could not 
have authorised the borrowing of money without the consent of all the adventurers, 
and it followed from that that under the Stannaries Act such a resolution, either 
to authorise or ratify the borrowing of money and overdrawing the bank account, 
must be special. The term ‘bank charges’ was not sufficiently distinct ; such a 
term did not of necessity refer to advances of money. Some bankers out of the 
county charged for keeping the account, and quite independently of advances. 
There might be other charges. In this case, if it could be shown that the money 
they had advanced had been spent in payment of the debts of the mine, they would 
be entitled to prove for that amount, and also entitled to simple interest iu respect 
of that amount, but all bankers’ interest and commission must be refused.” 

The Geological Society of London have conferred upon Mr. W. J. 
Henwood, F.R.S., F.G.S., of Penzance, their Murchison Medal, the 
second honour in the power of the society to bestow in considera- 
tion and recognition of his great and valuable labours in the depart- 
ment of metalliferous geology, in regard to which no man living is 
a better authority. Mr. Henwood’s labours have extended over 
more than half-a-century. 

Within the past few days we have had the meetings of the various 
public companies—dock and railway—connected with the district. 
The South Devon Railway, like most others, has had a falling off in 
dividend, which is 14 per cent. less than in the corresponding period 
of 1874. The Cornwall line does not pay any dividend, but the de- 
pression shows itself in an increased deficit, and the total amount 
now due to the associated Great Western, Bristol, and Exeter, and 
South Devon Railway Companies, who lease the line,and guarantee 
the preference and debenture dividend, is 110,000/. The cost of 
maintenance in the Cornwall line is enormous, and 6000/. has been 
expended during the last year on its five miles of wooden viaducts, 
which, of course, seeing that the viaducts are there, is quite un- 
avoidable. Far better they had been built of stone or iron at first. 
However all is done that can be done, and while several of the 
viaducts are being converted into more substantial and in the long 
run less costly structures, steel rails are being laid on the main line, 
as on the South Devon, wherever repairs are needed. It has been 
very wisely decided not to attempt to mix the guage on the South 
Devon and Cornwall lines, but when the time fora change comes, 
which cannot be very far distant, to turn them into narrow guage 
at once. To mix the guage would cost for them both about 340,000/. 
To simply narrow the line barely a tenth of that amount, which 
leaves a very wide margin for loss on old rolling stock. The Corn- 
wall Minerals Railway have received a revenue account for the half- 
year of 10,908/., and the balance at debit of the net revenue account, 
after charging debenture and other accrued interests, is 3395/, The 
dock companies appear to be progressing very favourably. Very 
encouraging reports were presented both in connection with the 
Falmouth and Sutton Harbour (Plymouth) docks, and the Chairman 
of the South Devon Railway at the meeting of that company stated 
that the Great Western Docks, which are now the property of the 
associated railway companies, were doing very well. 

We are not likely to hear much about the doings on the Red River 
for awhile. Several parties are about to sell out if possible. The 
present price of tin and quality sent down the river do not appear 
in all cases to pay. In numerous instances it has been a severe 
struggle for the workers to keep body and soul together. Parties 
have worked early and late, but the balance has too often appeared 
on the wrong side of the ledger. 

A novelty in mining appears in the prospectus of the Great Wheal 
Eleanor Tin Mining Company. One of the advantages connected 





with the proposed working of the mine is that the captain, engineer, 
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solicitor, secretary, and other officers, having satisfied themselves 
thoroughly of the great benefits to be derived by the efficient devi 
lopment of the property, have agreed to undertake the several duties 
necessary, leaving the remuneration entirely dependent on the re- 
sults of the undertaking. These conditions are quite unusual in 
mine management, and have a significance which must force itself 
upon all who know the advantages of the value and indispensable 
co-operation thus obtained.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


March 4.—There is little change to note this week in the condi- 
tion of the South Staffordshire Iron Trade, either as to the state of 
the demand or the course of prices. The dulness appears to result 
quite as much from a feeling of apprehension on the part of buyers 
as from the decline which has certainly taken place in the number 
of orders in the market. There is an uneasy and unsettled feeling 
about the price of fuel, everybody being convinced that a reduction 
is impending, but no one being able to form a reliable opinion as to 
how soon it may come. It is very unlikely that any action will be 
taken by the coalmasters of this district until the settlement of 
hostilities in South Wales, seeing that any reduction in prices would 
have to be accompanied by a modification of the wages scale; and 
it would be obviously unwise to provoke another labour disturb- 
ance in the face of events in the Principality. The local pig-iron 
manufacturers quote common cinder 3/. 5s.; part-mine, 4/.; and 
all-mine, 5/. per ton, which rates are being fairly well supported on 
current transactions. Considerable quantities of Barrow hematite 
and other North Country pig continue to find their way into South 
Staffordshire. Finished iron, with the exception of plates and 
sheets, continues to command only a moderate enquiry, and, as & 
rule, the mills and forges of the district are only in partial opera- 
tion. The course of quotations remains steady on last week’s stan- 
dard. Galvanised roofing sheets are in very tolerable request, on 
account of the South American and colonial markets.

It 1s said 
that the two latter will retire in favour of their respective sons, 
both of whom have for some time taken an active part in the ma- 
nagement of the concern. 

The Monmore-lane Ironworks, at Willenhall, which belonged to 
the late Mr. Francis Deakin, have been acquired by Mr. W. Edwards, 
Mayor of Wolverhampton, and Messrs. Page and Fellows, also of 
that town. The establishment is devoted to the production of 
sheets, angles, and T iron. 

The Hawksville estate, lying in the centre of the Cannock Chase 
coal field, and comprising 40 acres of proved mineral ground of the 
richest quality, is in the market, and will be disposed of under the 
hammer at the mart in Tokenhouse-yard, on Wednesday next.

REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 


March 3.—Considerable interest has been awakened in the Forest 
since the appearance of the evidence which was taken by the Select 
Committee of the House of Commons during the sittings of the last 
session of Parliament, and more especially since the Office of Woods 
and Forests has announced its intention of bringing in a Bill during 
the present session for the purpose of dealing extensively with the 
various questions involved in the right of common, free miners’ 
rights, the rights of the Crown, and the rights and privileges of the 
Forest ;ublic, but, as we have not as yet seen any draft of the in- 
tended Bill, except what appeared in the advertisement, we are not 
in a position to fully enter into particulars. The extinction, how- 
ever, of the right of way to some extent, as at present existing, the 
right of common, and free miners’ rights are most unequivocally 
intimated. The announcement of the extinction of the right of 
common greatly alarmed the keepers of sheep, &c., but it was very 
questionable whether the great majority of such persons have any 
legal right of common at present, as, according to both law and 
custom in England, that privilege belongs to freeholders of pro- 
perty; which will enable the owners to accommodate commonable 
animals Jevent and couchant during the season not suitable for turn- 
ing out upon common. Tried by this test comparatively few would 
pass muster, as numbers who have no such title keep sheep in the 
Forest of Dean. This law undoubtedly ignores the right of men as 
men, and only gives them legal standing in connection with the 
ownership of land, and must be regarded as originally a landlord’s 
law, but, notwithstanding its obvious partiality, it has a merciful 
and beneficent bearing towards the animal kingdom, inasmuch as 
there have been numerous cases in the Forest in bygone years, during 
hard winters, when the sheep of persons not having shelter accom- 
modation have died in considerable numbers for want of it. Then, 
further, as to the interest of the general public in the question of 
right of common. That is undoubtedly against sheep and pig pas- 
turage on unenclosed commons for this reason —that the Welsh sheep 
being very agile creatures, they are much given to jump over walls 
and break through hedges into gardens, and do an immense amount 
of mischief even in a single night. We have known persons’ entire 
crops for a whole season destroyed in this way, and the owners of 
the sheep, when spoken to about the depredations, instead of offer- 
ing reparation, insult and abuse the injured persons. So, although 
the extinction of the right or privilege of common would be a con- 
siderable loss to keepers of sheep, &c., the general public would 
gain by getting rid of the nuisances just indicated. 

Free miners’ rights are of a different character, as, besides being 
substantial and valuable in themselves, they are entirely free of 
any charge of nuisance to the public; and, as a large number of such 
persons are now on the Gaveller’s books legally entitled to gales, it 
seems both a pity and a hardship that their rights should be extin- 
guished. If report be not greatly exaggerated, some 500 or 600 
free miners have qualified for gales by registering at the Gaveller’s 
office since last session of Parliament. The miners have taken the 
alarm, and iutend agitating against the proposed legislation; but 
they greatly need a good leader amongst them on the spot, to guide 
and advise them, It is only right to say that they have already re- 
ceived very valuable information and counsel in the public press by 
a ‘Forest of Dean Engineer,” writing from the metropolis. Were 
he with them in person his counsel would prove much more effi- 
cient. He has, however, in the series of letters which he addressed 
to a local paper, clearly shown how poorly furnished, in point of 
the requisite knowledge, several of the witnesses were who were 
called to give evidence before the Committee of the House of Com- 
mons—in fact, that their testimony in important respects was almost

valueless, Several of them spoke of the Forest galesas nearly all 
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granted, whereas almost all the deep gales, as well as some others 
of importance, are yet ungranted. Had it been, as several witnesses 
affirmed it to be, would the Office of Woods and Forests have taken 
the trouble to prepare a measure to extinguish a shadow? The 
matter deserves narrowly watching when it comes before the House, 
but we have little confidence that either the Liberal or Tory mem- 
bers for this division of the county will do much on the side of the 

eople, even where the exercise of the rights and privileges of the 
as miners, as a limited section of the population, are free from any 
injurious consequences to the community at large. The rights of 
miners should continued until the whole iron and coal fields of Dean 
Forest are galed out; but if the Head Gaveller, under the direction 
of her Majesty’s Government, should think proper to gale out the 
whole immediately, the Crown might re-take them (the gales) at 
their own valuation upon the principle of fifth royalty. There is 
little difference in trade since our last report, though the present 
intense cold is all in favour of a good run of business in the black 
diamonds, which are still plentiful in this district. 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE, 


March 4.—The monthly meeting of the Lancashire and Cheshire 
Coal Association was held on Tuesday, at Manchester, but the pro- 
ceedings have not been made public. The Coal Trade generally is 
in a better condition than it has been for a considerable time past. 
The exceptions to this improved state of things are the inferior 
F pase ange of fuel, which are plentiful and cheap. The Skelmersdale 

istrict is in an especially flourishing condition, but owing to the old 
complaint—the inefficiency of the railway service—the material 
cannot be got out of the district fast enough. The South Wales 
strike is, no doubt, having some effect on our trade, but not so much 
as was anticipated a week or two ago. The Iron Trade, too, is de- 
cidedly steadier, and in this department of industry the South 
Wales dispute is materially felt. The engineers’ strike at Barrow 
and the colliers’ strike in Cumberland continue. A good foreign 
trade is looked forward to, and there are certainly brighter pro- 
spects than have prevailed for some time. 

At the Wigan Coal and Iron Company half-yearly meeting the 
directors’ report stated the stoppage caused by the strike in October 
and November considerably reduced the company’s output, and con- 
sequently the sales during the half-year, and stopped the progress 
of the company’s new winnings. The prices of coal and iron had 
continued to fall in the la8t six months, and the iron trade had been 
even more depressed than in the preceding half-year, both in demand 
and supply. Operations had been commenced to explore the iron 
district in Algeria, which so far were very satisfactory.
